For three days previous to 
its occurrence seismic shocks occur- 
red over a wide ‘area, The partial 
vacuum caused by the explosion se: 
up strong winds blowing towiids the 
voleano, which were felt 39 miles off. 
Near the volcano they were aiitinct 
hurricanes.
